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Fate of the 


library hangs

WILMINGTON - Residents 


will decide the fate of the 
Wilmington’s proposed new 
library during this Saturday’s 
Annual Town Meeting. While 
the warrant article appearing 
before residents on Town 
Meeting floor would not have 
any effect on residential taxa- 
tion, nor would it provide 
authorization for the appropria- 
tion of any funds, failure to 
approve will bring an abrupt 
end to any library discussions 
for years to come. The fate of 
Article 26 determines the fate 
of the proposed new library. 
This Saturday residents will 
decide whether to authorize the 
‘Town to apply for a state grant 
which, if awarded, would defray 
the costs associated with build- 
ing a new library at the Swain 
School site by as much as $3 
million. Proponents have esti- 
mated the cost of the project to 
come in at approximately $11 
million. 

Assuming authorization to 
apply is obtained at Town 
Meeting, there would still

remain a multi-leveled process 
before the Town would be 
authorized to appropriate funds 
for construction. 

Should residents at Town 
Meeting choose not to approve 
Article 26, the issue ceases to 
be. According to the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners 
(MBLC) consultant working 
with Wilmington Memorial 
Library, it is unlikely that a 
similar grant will become avail- 
able at any time within the next 
four to five years. 

Approval of Article 26, and the 
granting of funds, will allow the 
process to continue, the next 
step of which would entail a 
special town meeting. That 
special town meeting would ask 
residents to authorize the Town 
to enter into a debt exclusion 
for the purpose of appropriat- 
ing funds enough to cover the 
balance of construction costs. 
Such an article would require a 
two-thirds majority vote in 
order to pass.

Local business man rejuvenates his health 
with a little bit of help from his friends

WILMINGTON - On August 2, 
2001, Ron Azzu’s life began to 
change. It was on this day that 
he lost his sister, Randa to can- 
cer. 
“It threw me into a whirl- 
spin,” he says. 

Shortly afterward, Ron 
watched his best friend, Greg, 
also lose his life to the disease. 

“It was painful, but I spent the 
year with him until he passed 
away,” said Ron. 

After that, Ron says he went 
into what he calls, “empathy 
overload.” Nothing mattered. 
Even though Ron said he had 
always been heavy, his weight 
ballooned, and he ate for com- 
fort. He didn’t eat all day, but 
at night, he would overeat in 
private. 


“I was killing myself,” said 
Ron. 

By February of 2004, Ron was 
at an all time high of 381 
pounds. It was at that time, a 
colleague of Ron’s, “a top-notch 
individual,” as Ron describes, 
showed him a Town Crier news- 
paper article. The article fea- 
tured Shirley Connolly of 
Wilmington. Both Shirley and 
her son were success stories 
belonging to the weight loss 
group known as T.O.PS. (Take 
Off Pounds Sensibly). 

“I had a million reasons to 
go,” said Ron. And so he did. 
On February 5th, 2004, Ron 
joined T.O.PS., and hasn’t 
looked back. “It was magic and 
fate. Most likely » sister 
Randa showed herself through 
Shirley.” 


Kelley). 

Kelley began coaching track 
at WHS in the spring of 1957 
and held onto the reigns until 
his retirement from teaching in 
1994. 

Track was not the first sport 
Kelley had coached. 

Kelley began his coaching 
career as a high school basket- 
ball coach while a junior at 
Boston College. He coached at 
St. Charles High School in his 
hometown of Waltham for four 
years, with the team winning a 
championship the year before 
he left. He is pretty sure that 


he personally happens to hold a 
fairly distinguished St. Charles 
High School record.

When Ron entered his first 
meeting in Wilmington, he 
knew he was in the right place.

Kelley landed an 
interview with Thornton 
Academy in Saco, Maine and 
said goodbye to all of his co- 
workers at MIT before the 
interview even took place.

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Allow the process to continue 


Over the last few months the opinion pages of the Town Crier 
have been filled with. letters advocating for or against the con- 
struction of a new library in Wilmington. The issue finally comes 
to a head this Saturday. 

Wilmington residents will participate in the most basic form of 
democratic government this Saturday by attending the Annual 
‘Town Meeting. It is during this meeting that residents will quite 
literally hold the fate of the library in their hands. 

Approval of Article 26 will do nothing more than allow the 
process to continue. It will, in and of itself, not raise anyone's 
taxes nor will it obligate the town to spend any money. 

Disapproval of Article 26 will do nothing less than end all dis- 
cussions of a new library for several years. 

‘These discussions, incidentally, have been stopped and started 
since at least 1996. For once, let’s not abort this effort prema- 
turely. There is no harm in authorizing the Town to apply for a 
grant from the state, which, is the only matter of substance con- 
tained in the article. 

Article 26 does not reach into anyone's pocket. Applying for a 
grant does not obligate the Town to any funds awarded. 

Whether the Town can afford a new library or not is indeed a 
valid discussion, but one best saved for another day. Those fear- 
ing additional taxes need not fear Article 26. An involved process, 
requiring a two-thirds vote at a second Special Town Meeting and 
then a ballot question in a Special Town Election, is in place to 
protect residents pocket books. 

| urge residents not to be distracted by the recent debate over the 
most ideal site for the new library - that debate has raged for 
more years than I choose to count and appears, to me, to be little 
more than a strategy to halt the process. All agree with one of the 
four identified sites, but three of those sites have already been 
ruled out. 

Building an addition to the existing structure would be extreme- 
ly cost prohibitive since the seismic building codes of 
Massachusetts were revamped in 1997. The existing library would 
have to be stripped down to the footing beneath its foundations and 
completely rebuilt to meet current codes. 

The parcel that the Whitefield School sits on was determined to 
be ideal, but the voice of Town Meeting disapproved of its location. 

‘The site off of Wildwood Street would prevent any further expan- 
sion of the cemetery and tended not to be a popular location. 

We are left with the Swain site. Water problems may or may not 
be an issue, but defeating Article 26 will prevent the engineers 
from exploring it. Again - a valid discussion, but one for another 
day. 

Allow the process to continue. 

What about the site visit? 

Well, there are more than 29 parking spaces at 362 Middlesex 
Avenue, and yet no explanations were offered. 

We all counted them together last Thursday and came away with 
a grand total of 42 marked spaces. Last weeks editorial suggested 
that Selectman Suzanne Sullivan would have some explaining to do 
should more than 29’spaces appear, since she had stated categor- 
ically during a selectmen meeting that no more than that number 
existed. During that same meeting, she maligned a number of 
Town boards and Town department heads. Despite staring in the 
face of irrefutable evidence that nearly all of her statements were 
patently false, she refused to offer explanation or apology. 

That's too bad. The political mileage that she would have gained 
from a simple apology would have been incalculable. Instead, she 
has somehow emboldened to her erroneous position. She was 
recently quoted by Vanessa Hughes in the Lowell Sun as saying, 
“You want to come after me, bring it on.” 

She was referring to a rumored recall petition being circulated. 
That petition, if it still exists, has apparently become a petition to 
demand an apology. 

It's too late for an apology. An apology comes from the heart, 
not from external pressure, 

Some people just can’t admit when they are wrong. It’s unfor- 
tunate when such people, believing themselves infallible, are 
responsible for making decisions affecting 22,000 residents. It’s 
even more unfortunate when such people are appointed to 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 

That's right; Vegas odds have her as a 10-to- 1 favorite over the 
next closest competitor. Stay tuned to WCTV on Monday night to 
see what happens. If my prediction happens to be wrong - trust 
me_-I’ll apologize.

years. Hypothetically, I pre- 
sume that everything is always 
on the table for purposes of dis- 
cussion, but the employees and 
their union representatives are 
an important and necessary 
player in the bargaining 
process.

In that same letter, the author 
claims that I “pushed for a pri- 
vate out-of-town company to 
make millions of dollars at the 
expense of Wilmington’s envi- 
ronment”, This statement 
couldn’t be further from the 
truth. Like many people, I 
voted in favor of the town by- 
law to prohibit landfill opera- 
tors from importing contami- 
nated soil as fill material for 
capping operations.

I am writing in regard to the 
question of whether or not we 
should build a new library in 
Wilmington. I feel that the library 
provides a crucial foundation for 
the education of our youth and is 
an invaluable resource for the stu- 
dents, families and seniors of 
Wilmington. There aren’t many 
institutions that touch the lives of 
everyone in a community, but the 
library is certainly one of them. A 
new library can provide our com- 
munity with many things that the 
current facility cannot, but most 
importantly it will provide more 
resources for better education. If 
we value education at all, we 
should build a new library. 

Some have questioned whether or 
not to spend the money. If we 
decide to build this library for our- 
selves we will he eligible for a 3.3 
million dollar grant from the state, 
bringing the cost down from 
almost 11 million to 7.6 million.

Library article does not authorize funding 


Dear Editor, 

‘The Board of Library Trustees of 
the Wilmington Memorial Library 
has the responsibility for insuring 
that Wilmington residents have 
access to quality library services. 
Public forums, a town wide survey, 
and a community based planning 
process that was done in 1995, 1999 
and again in 2004 have confirmed 
that our current library facility is 
not adequate to meet the needs of 
Wilmington residents in the 21st 
century. Article 26 on the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant was peti- 
tioned by the Board of Library 
‘Trustees and seeks approval for the 
preliminary architectural design of 
a new library at the Swain School 
site and authorization to apply for 
and expend any grant funds that 
are received. A majority vote of the 
‘Town Meeting is necessary in order 
for the Town to be eligible to 
receive a state construction grant 
award of approximately 3.3 million 
dollars. Although the construction 
grant application has already been 
submitted to the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners 
(MBLC) by the February 9, 2005 


deadline, the MBLC still requires 
‘Town Meeting approval of the pro- 
ject and authorization to apply for 
and expend grant funds. The MBLC 
deadline for receiving Town 
Meeting approval is June 15, 2005. 
If Article 26 does not receive a 
majority vote, Wilmington’s appli- 
cation will be disqualified. 
According to the MBLC Building 
Consultant, the next construction 
grant opportunity will not be avail- 
able for four or five more years. 
Article 26 does not authorize fund- 
ing the new library. The MBLC will 
announce the construction grant 
awards in July 2005. If Wilmington 
is awarded a construction grant, a 
"debt exclusion vote” and an appro- 
priation at a Special Town Meeting 
would be necessary to authorize 
funding the balance of 8.3 million 
dollars to construct a new library. 
Please note that a "debt exclusion” 
vote is not a "proposition 2 _ over- 
ride." Unlike the proposition 2 _ 
override that results in a perma- 
nent increase in the amount of 
property taxes a community can 
levy, a debt exclusion vote is a tem- 
porary property tax increase to pay 


for a capital project. Based on an 
average property tax bill of $3,405, 
it is estimated that the homeowner 
will pay $90 on a ten year loan or 
$63 on a twenty year loan in the 
first year. The amount will 
decrease with each subsequent 


year. 

We feel that the proposed design 
has a high level of functionality and 
efficiency and will welcome users 
of all ages, Building a new library 
on the Swain School site responds 
to strong public opinion to keep the 
library in the Town Common’area 
and will be a source of civic pride 
for many years to come. Believing 
that strong libraries build strong 
communities and that everyone 
benefits from a good public library, 
we ask residents to support Article 
26 at the Annual Town Meeting.

The Middlesex Canal - (1793 - 1853) Ste : 


(Facts everyone should know) 


1) The Middlesex Canal con- 
struction was one of the first 
major engineering projects in 
the United States, 

2)'Tt is the oldest regional 
traction canal (boats pulled by 
horsé, mule, or oxen) in the 
Unitéd States. 

3) It was dug by hand (using 
pickaxes, shovels, wheelbar- 
rows) a distance of 27 miles 
from, Charlestown to‘ Lowell 
over,a period of ten years, (1793 
- 1808) 

4) To raise money to build the 
canal, the first American 
Corporation which sold shares 
was formed. 

5) The first eminent domain 
in the United States was used to 
acqtiire land for the path of the 
canal. 

6). The first surveyor's Wye 
level ever used in America was 
brought by William Weston, an 
English Civil Engineer, who 
consulted with Canal officers in 
1794 for accurate leveling. 

7) _ Ground was broken 
September 10, 1794 at the west 
bank of the Concord River in 
North Billerica. To speed up 
work, Superintendent Loammi 
Baldwin introduced the prac- 
tice»of small individual con- 
tracts for short sections of 
excavation; thereby, enabling 
multiple sites to be dug simul- 
tanépusly.

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Fate of the library hangs on the vote of Town Meeting 


tend to agree that the current 
library is not adequate for the 


‘Town of Wilmington. The two 
groups split, however, on the tim- 
ing of the project. 


The 15,000 square foot library 
was built in 1969 and there has 
been no expansion or renovation 
of the structure since. Despite 
assertions to the contrary, 
expansion to the existing struc- 
ture could very well prove more 
costly than constructing a new 
library. 

According to Tappe Associates,

been working with the town on 
the matter for more than three 
years, the footings of the existing 
building are not capable of han- 
dling the additional load. 
Additionally, building codes have 
changed substantially since the 
existing structure was construct- 
ed in 1969. According to the seis- 
mic section of the current 
Massachusetts State Building 
Codes, no existing structure can 
be added onto by more than 10 
percent of its current mass or 
size without bringing the entire 
building up to newer codes. 
Bringing the current library up 
to current standard seismic code 
would require the virtual demoli- 
tion and subsequent re-building 
of the entire structure.During 
that construction, space would 
have to be leased for approxi- 
mately two years to house the 
library’s inventory for public 
use, 

Tappe had identified the 
Whitefield School site as far

A former Boston College class- 
mate lived in Wilmington, so he 
dedided to interview. He didn’t 
dre at that time. From 
Maine, he took a train to the 
sulway to a bus and was 
drdpped off on Route 38 by the 
Woburn town line. From there, 
he {walked to the Roman House 
at fhe high school. 

“Ji got to the Roman House, 
but; nobody was home,” Kelley 
Says. 

Superintendent Collins 
shéwed up shortly and the 
intbrview went well. Then 
Kelley turned the tables and 
toll Collins that he wanted to 
intfrview him. Kelley needed 
to iknow just three things: 
Would anyone tell him how to 
teath, how to mark, or how to 
test? He was assured that no 
oné would infringe upon his 
style and he began as a 
Wilmington High School math 
teacher on September 5, 1957. 
He}was happy about his deci- 
sioh almost immediately. 

“enjoyed it pretty much right 
away, except for one thing,” 
Kelley says. “The kids were not 
us¢ to working as hard as I 
expected them to work.” 

He failed 45 percent of his first 
year’s classes, but the students 
coming up the next year had 
hi about his expectations 
and the consequences of not liv- 
ing)up to them. 

Ig the fall of his first year, 
Kelley was watching the foot- 
bi team practice when 
AtMletic Director Larry 
Cufhing approached and asked 
him if he’d have interest in 
estpblishing a track team for 
thd'spring. Kelley was all for it, 


though he offered to start a 
cross-country team on the spot. 
“That spring, our first meet 
was against Bedford...we got 


killed,” Kelley says. “But the 
next time, we killed them 
back.” 


From those auspicious begin- 
nings, Kelley’s teams have won 
several championships. He is a 
competitor and enjoys the wins, 
but his real triumphs were 
experienced: in inspiring ath- 
letes to achieve more than they 
imagined they were capable of. 

Cuts were never an option - he 
wanted every single person 
with the desire to have an 
opportunity to excel. 

Impressive achievements for 
a man who spent the vast 
majority of his formative years 
in a hospital. 

When Kelly was two-and-a- 
half years old, he was diag- 
nosed with Tuberculosis. The 
bacillus settled in his hip and 
surgery was required to remove 
it. 

“They took the disease out of 
my hip and fused the bone, so 
there is no mobility,” Kelley 

He spent several months in a 
full-body cast and lived in the 
New England Peabody Home 
for Crippled Children until just 
after his twelfth birthday. He 
started first grade at the age of 
nine. 

His father was also diagnosed 
with tuberculosis and was con- 
fined to a hospital for six years 
before passing away just weeks 
before Kelley’s release from the 
Peabody Home. 

“T still have a bunch of letters 
that my father wrote to me,” 
Kelley says. 

Despite his 1994 retirement, 
Kelley is still going strong. He 
continues his coaching duties in 
Weston and serves on the 
Massachusetts State Track 
Coaches Association (MSTCA), 
of which he is a past president. 
Not only has he been inducted 
into the MSTCA Hall of Fame, 
but the organization even gives 
out the “Frank Kelley Award” 
each and every year to any stu- 
dent athlete who has had to 
overcome any type of hardship 


in the form of physical/mental 
disability or adversity. 

Wilmington High School has 
also honored him by inducting 
him into its own Hall of Fame 
the very year it was estab- 
lished. 

He even received 
Wilmington’s prestigious “Good 
Guy Award” in 1985. He 
remains extremely grateful for 
the honor, but doesn’t feel he 
deserved it. 

“I just have done my job; 
teaching and coaching,” Kelley 
said. “You shouldn't get the 
Good Guy Award for doing your 
job.” 

Of his job, he has always been 
exceptionally proud. 

“I had a blast as a 
teacher...and they paid me for 
it. Can you believe that?” 
Kelley says. “It’s an honor to 
be a teacher; it’s the most 
important job in the world.” 

Wilmington High School has 
yet to see the last of Frank 
Kelley. He still roams the halls 
as a substitute teacher bestow- 
ing the title of chowderhead to 
anyone that strikes his fancy. 

“They don’t know what to 
make of it when I call one of my 
Weston athletes a chowder- 
head,” Kelley chuckles. “Their 
eyes open up wide, all confused, 
and they say, ‘What did you call 
me?’” 

The term of endearment goes 
back a long way, as far even as 
his days at Thornton, though he 


likes to change things up with 
an occasional knucklehead. 

His tradentark pith helmet 
goes back nearly as far. He 
discovered the joys of pith hel- 
mets approximately 50 years 
ago, while vacationing with a 
few friends up at Hampton 
Beach. 

“One of my friends had a pith 
helmet and I kept stealing it to 
avoid a sunburn,” Kelley said. 

Soon afterward, he was given 
a pith helmet as a gift and the 
rest is history. 

“After a while, I felt so com- 
fortable wearing the pith hel- 
met, that I started wearing it at 
indoor meets too,” Kelley says. 

He’s gone through at least 10 
pith helmets over the years and 
currently owns three. The one 
he wears most regularly might 
be up for replacement soon. 

“They usually have a leather 
strap that fits around your 
head, but it fell out so the hel- 
met just kind of rattles around 
my head now,” Kelley says. 

He's never regretted his move 


to Wilmington. 
“It was the best decision I 
ever made coming to 


Wilmington,” Kelley says. “All 
that searching I did to find the 
right kind of town; I think I 
found it.” 

Thousands ‘of former students 
and athletes agree wholeheart- 
edly.

Raymond Lepore retained his 
seat for a second term with 
1,757 votes and is anxious to get 
back to work. 

“The first thing is to get rid of 
the animosity that is on the 
Board,” Lepore said. “We have 
to get back to what we're there 
for.” 

Ann Yurek is disappointed to 
have fallen short of winning a 
seat, but garnered a 
respectable 1,320 votes and 
looks forward to continuing to 
work for the community. 

“J will continue my work as a 
member of the Planning Board 
and of the Master Plan 
Committee,” Yurek said. “If I 
can help in some way with 
Town management, the school 
department, or in the library 
efforts, I will gladly do so.” 

Yurek has not ruled out anoth- 
er run for the Board in next 
year’s race. 

“I have not given up,” Yurek 
said. “I feel very strongly 
about this town and the people 
of this town.” 

Lepore expected the race to 
be far tighter and even 
employed the services of a 
political consultant, which he 
had not done in his first bid for 
office three years ago. He feels 
in the end, however, that it was 
his strategy of going door-to- 
door and meeting people face to 
face that put him over the top. 

“I may not always be polished, 
but every one knows I’m gen- 
uine,” Lepore said. 

McCoy has utilized the ser- 


vices of a political consultant in 
the past. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
using a political consultant,” 
McCoy said. “I used one myself 
in my first two elections, but 
I’ve been on my own ‘since 
1993.” 

McCoy was, indeed, out on his 
own during this most recent 
campaign. Lepore enjoyed the 
support of Selectmen Suzanne 
Sullivan and Frank West, while 
Selectman Michael Newhouse 
entered the Yurek camp. 

Of 15,039 voters, 2,935 made it 
to the polls, representing a 20 
percent turnout. 

Yurek was the sole candidate 
to support the building of a new 
town library and speculation on 
election night centered on 
whether or not that stance was 
a determining factor. 

“It’s possible that my position 
on the library was an issue,” 
Yurek said. “They asked me 
how I felt and I told them the 
truth. I am still hopeful that it 
will go through.” 

Lepore feels that the library 
issue may have contributed to 
his victory, while McCoy is con- 
vinced that the library held sig- 
nificant weight in the election. 

“There is no question that 
many of the residents voted in 
line with their library position,” 
McCoy said. “The message is 
loud and clear; no debt exemp- 
tion, no new library.” 

McCoy was the first of the 
three candidates to voice oppo- 
sition to the construction of a 
new library during, what he 


How many spaces? 
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containing a number of vehi- 
cles and adorned by a sign 
reading “Holmes Pools” is an 
“illegal contractor’s yard.” 
Holmes Pools has occupied that 
site for approximately 15 years. 

Forrest refuted Sullivan's 
claims during the April Uth 
meeting. Forrest stated, on 
April 1th, that the lot has the 
capacity for 52 parking spaces 
and has 39 to 40 parking spaces 
marked. Forrest also brought 
with him to the April 11th meet- 
ing photographs showing a 
Subaru Legacy Wagon entering 
the barn-style doors. 

“I do think certain favors were 
done and certain heads were 
turned certain ways to let this 
happen,” Sullivan said at one 
point during the April 11 meet- 
ing. 

‘Town Manager Michael Caira 
read a memorandum from the 
Building Inspector stating that 
the area occupied by Holmes 
Pools does appear to be a con- 
tractor’s yard and that it would 
be investigated. 

Sullivan’s claims of impropri- 
eties, which appeared most 
often to most directly implicate 
Wilmington’s Planning Board 
and Planning Director, coaxed 
Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Sorrentino to abandon 
the live broadcast of the meet- 
ing on WCTV. He drove down to 
Town Hall to defend his integri- 


ty. 

As a result of the discussion, 
which at times became rau- 
cous, the Board agreed to per- 
form a site visit on Thursday, 
April 14. 

Though several different 
totals, ranging from 38 parking 
spaces to 48 parking spaces, 
were reported as residents and 
selectmen performed individual 
counts, a total of 42 parking 
Spaces was agreed upon in a 
count performed as a group. 
The group included Selectman 
Frank West, Selectman Michael 
Newhouse, and © Selectman 
Suzanne Sullivan. Selectman 
Michael McCoy did not attend 
and Selectman Raymond 
Lepore arrived some time after 
the count was completed. 

When asked about the discrep- 
ancy, Sullivan claimed that she 
said that there were “about” 29 
parking spaces. It was pointed 
out to her that what she in fact 
said on March 28 was, “I just 
took a drive through there and 
counted 29 spaces. There is not 
52.” 

According to Carole Hamilton, 
even if only 29 spots were paint- 
ed on the lot, it wouldn’t alter 
the decision of the Planning 
Board. 


“Certification for the number 
of parking spaces is whatever 
the engineer determines and 
stamps on a set of plans,” 
Hamilton said. “It is not deter- 
mined by a guy with a paint- 
brush.” 

According to Hamilton, if 
each and every tenant of the 
building were a retail establish- 
ment, which they are not, the 
parcel would then only require 
39 parking spaces. 

Sullivan also claimed to have 
said that the barn-style doors 
were “around” four-feet wide, 
but it was pointed out to her 


windows and/or doors to be a 
change substantially altering 
the structure’s relationship to 
the site. These changes do not 
eliminate parking spaces, alter 
the percent of open space or 
building size nor change the 
amount of impervious surface 
on the site.” 

When asked about the gap 
between her original count of 29 
spaces and the agreed upon 42 
spaces, as well as her erro- 
neous statement that no vehicle 
could fit in the barn-style doors 
as they currently exist, she dis- 
missed both points as irrele-

that on March 28 she said, 
“There is a four-foot garage 
door. I don’t know who is 
responsible for going out and 
doing site visits in this town to 
make sure people’s plans are 
compliant with the by-laws, but 
obviously this wasn’t done 
here.” 

“I’m telling you right now that 
you can’t enter that building 
with a vehicle unless you alter 
the exterior of the building,” 
Sullivan stated later during the 
same March 28 meeting. 

Irrefutable evidence that a 
vehicle could enter through the 
doors had already been pre- 
sented, but during the site visit 
Sullivan wanted to see whether 
her Jeep Cherokee would fit 
through the door. A Jeep 
Cherokee was driven up to the 
door and it was agreed by all 
that it would not quite fit. The 
doors were found to measure 
just over six-feet in width. 

Even if Forrest were to 
expand the door, it still would 
not require a Site Plan Review. 

A memorandum from 
Hamilton, which was read dur- 

ing the selectmen’s April 11 
ipeating states in part, “I do not 
find alterations or additions of

vant. 
“The major issue for me is the 
illegal contractor _yard,” 


Sullivan said. “Parking spaces 
was not the reason why I called 
a site visit. I want the Board of 
Selectmen to see that this is an 
illegal contractor yard.” 

According to Sullivan, she did 
get one complaint of the alleged 
contractor yard from a resi- 
dent, but the complaint had 
been brought to her attention 
quite some time ago. She 
advised the resident to inform 
the Building Inspector of the 
issue, but the resident was fear- 
ful of repercussion. 

“I’m not going to put my name 
on a complaint, because I have 
bigger fish to fry,” Sullivan

described as, fiscally difficult 
times. If residents vote to sup- 
port the project at a future 
town meeting, however, he will 
not stand in the way. 

“If town meeting instructs me 
to put it on the ballot, I will do 
it,” McCoy said. 

Board will nominate «a 
Chairman during its April 25 
meeting. While McCoy has 
held the position of Chairman 
for the past two years, he is 
doubtful that he will retain the 
honor. 

“I don’t think I'll be the next 
chairman, but I haven't 
oon much about it” McCoy 


Lepore, who was nominated 
for the position of chair last 
year, but was passed over, has 
not ruled out the idea of chair- 
ing should he find himself nom- 
inated. 

“T will have to think about the 
chairmanship,” Lepore said. 
“The chairman position is a big 
part of making the whole thing 
work.” 

Voters returned Theresa 
Buonopane and Marilyn 
Lamson to the School 
Committee by votes of 1,971 and 
1,925 respectively. Both candi- 
dates ran unopposed. 

The only other contested race 


_ on the ballot was for a seat on 


the Housing Authority. Dorothy 
Butler’s 1,629 votes won the 
seat over Ruth Reed’s 828 votes, 

“I feel good; I feel capable of 
doing a good job in the posi- 
tion,” Butler said. 


said. 

Sullivan is also worried about 
safety issues surrounding the 
proximity of Forrest's door to 
the path of drive-thru cus- 
tomers for the building’s 
Dunkin’ Donuts. 

Forrest was in Florida on the 
day of the site visit and not able 
to attend. 

“If it was at all questionable, I 
would have found a way to be 
there,” Forrest said later. “I 
knew I was right.” 

Regarding the door’s proximi- 
ty to the drive-thru, he says 
every business in the building 
has a door in a similar proxim- 
ity to the queue for the drive- 
thru. 


He still feels, as he asserted 
during the April 11 selectmen 
meeting, that Sullivan owes the 
Planning Board, the Planning 
Director, the Board of Appeals, 
the Board of Selectmen, and 
the residents of Wilmington an 
apology for her behavior. 

Forrest is a former 
Wilmington selectman and, 
according to him, Sullivan is 
still angry with him for voting 
to renew Town Manager 
Michael Caira’s contract three 
years ago. 

“It’s an out-and-out disgrace 
for her to use that office for a 
personal vendetta,” Forrest 
said. “If she could lie about 
this, I would like to know what 
else she has lied about in this 
town?” 

During the April 11 selectmen 
meeting, Forrest offered to rip 
up his Class II license if the 
selectmen counted no more 
than 29 parking spaces and he 
challenged Sullivan to resign 
from the Board if they counted 
more. Sullivan did not accept 
his challenge. 

Sullivan had no apologies to 
offer and did not back off from 
her allegations. 

“There was a breakdown in 
the integrity of the process,” 
Sullivan said. “I certainly do 
feel that heads were turned: 
¢Wilmington’s) Department 
heads get paid good money: to 
do their jobs. It is their job to 
do these things and it wasn’t: 
done here.” 
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Dave DeRose hits the streets to benefit local girl

Waiting very deep in the pack 
to get going, Dave DeRose 
already felt his legs were tired. 
He was up the entire night 
before vomiting because of a 
stomach flu that went through 
his entire family. He didn’t 
think he could handle 26 miles 
in hot running temperatures. 

DeRose, 35, was running in 
his first marathon and in honor 
of his neighbor Veronica Walsh. 
The five-year-old has cystic 
fibrosis, and DeRose was able 
to raise over $3,500 in her name 
and for the foundation. Despite 
not feeling up to par, DeRose 
wanted to make sure that he 
finished what he started. 

“I was up the night before at 
3:30 am and I sick,” said 
DeRose. “The stomach bug hit 
my entire family. At that time I 
ditn’t think I would be able to 
do it. But when I got up I just 
said to myself that there's no 
way after 16 weeks of training 
that I’m not going to do this. I 
did it, I was happy to finish and 


happy that I was able to do it 
for Veronica and the charity.” 

DeRose was talked into par- 
ticipating in Monday’s 109th 
journey from his buddy Mike 
Doherty of Tewksbury. The two 
started. out running together 
before separating. They joined 
back together around mile 15, 
thus feeling ill and running 
alone wasn’t what DeRose had 
in mind. 

“That bummed me out a bit,” 
he said. “My stomach was in 
knots the whole race. My prob- 
lem was I had no energy. When 
I was in the shoot getting ready 
for it to start my legs were tired 
and I knew then that I had 
some issues. But: once I got 
going the crowd was so inspira- 
tional.” 

After finding Doherty and 
able to enjoy the second half of 
the race with him, DeRose had 
the tough chore of handling the 
hills. 

“The hills are tough,” he said. 
“There’s one on mile 16 around 
the newton Fire Department 
which is like two miles long. 


That was tough but I have to 
say that I had no problem with 
Heart Break Hill. The problem 
is where it is. It’s at mile 20. It’s 
not that bad of a hill, it’s just at 
mile 20. I thought I was about 
to climb Mount Everest, but it's 
just located at the worst part of 
the: race. But when I made it 
up, I saw some members of my 
family there and that was 
great. I knew that I just had 
five miles left and it wasn’t so 
bad.” 

DeRose graduated from 
Tewksbury High in 1988. He 
said he didn’t participate in 
any organized sports, and only 
took up. running to stay in 
shape. He works at Shea 
Concrete which has locations in 
Wilmington and Amesbury. He 
and his wife moved to 
Wilmington and they have two 
children. 

While he is new to the whole 
idea of marathons and thou- 
sands of people crowding the 
streets to cheer him on, 
DeRose said it was the help of 
others who pushed him to the 


finish line. 

“When I saw the Fenway Park 
sign I knew that it was almost 
over,” he said. “I turned and 
saw some buddies and then all 
of the people just carry you. 
They really help you take your 
mind off the pain and being 
totally tired out. My legs were 
so heavy but I wasn’t thinking 
about that I just kept going. I 
just wanted to get to the finish 
line. I knew that if I stopped to 
walk it would take me five min- 
utes longer to get there. Once I 
crossed the finish line, it was 
definitely a great feeling of 
accomplishment.” 

DeRose came across the fin- 
ish line at a very respectable 
4:16.37 time, with a 9:48 pace. 
Despite his illness from the 
night before, he said he certain- 
ly enjoyed it and would like to 
do it again. 

“All in all I was real happy 
with how it went,” he said. “I'll 
try it again next year. I'd love 
to do it again and raise money 
for the charity.”

Training for her fifth Boston 
Marathon, 40-year-old 
Wilmington resident Simonetta 
Piergentilli and her running 
coach Dave Kazanjian took a 
much different and unorthodox 
way about getting ready for the 
26.2 mile journey. That strategy 
obviously paid off. 

Piergentilli finished third 
overall in the women’s masters 
division (40 -50 year olds) with 
an incredible time of 2:51.35, 
which was six minutes better 
than her previous best. She 
held a strong 6:33 pace through- 
out the entire race, despite the 
temperatures in the mid 70s all 
day long. 

“Dave doesn’t believe that you 
have to train distance in order 
to run a marathon,” said 
Piergentilli. “He thinks it’s all 
about quality. I trained maybe 
60 miles a week before the race 
and people might think that’s 
very light, but it’s how you 
work out and the quality miles 
you put in which I think makes 
you stronger. I know I was bet- 
ter prepared this time than any 
other marathon I've done.” 

Piergentilli is a member of 
the Methuen based Whirlaway 
Racing Team. As an individual 
she finished third in the mas- 
ter’s division and 284th overall 
(a total of 17,549 runners fin- 
ished the race), but as part of 
the Whirlaway Team, 
Piergentilli was part of a sec- 
ond place team finish in the 
women’s masters division. 

‘I'm not big on distance 
(training) running,” said 
Kazanjian. “I’m into track 
speed, and really working your 
speed at least twice a week. We 
didn’t want her to have any 
negative splits and she didn’t. 
Actually the second half of the 
race she ran better than the 
first half, and that’s tough 
because of the hot weather and 
all of the hills. 

“In the first half she had a 
time of 1:26.27 and the second 
half was 1:25.08 which I think is 
amazing considering she had to 
face Heart Break Hill and 
everything else.” 

Piergentilli’s third place fin- 
ish in the master’s division 
ranked behind Madina 
Biktagirova of Russia, who 
came in at 2:32.41, and F. Sult- 
Zhdanaova of Florida, who fin- 
ished at 2:41.05. It was the 
fourth consecutive master’s 


top 50 finishers in the division, 
one other finisher, Nancy 
Corsaro (15th at 3:08.49) came 
from Massachusetts. 

Piergentilli has been a mem- 
ber of the Whirlaway team for 
nearly nine years now. After 
her family moved to America 
from Italy when she was six 
years ago, Piergentilli spent 
her childhood in Woburn. She 
never played an organized 
sport in high school or in col- 
lege. She graduated from 
Woburn High in 1982 and then 
attended Salem State College 
and then Bentley College for 
post graduate. 

She just recently changed her 
career from marketing to work- 
ing in an Call International 
Traveling Agency in January. 
Because she can speak Italian, 
she works with travelers who 
might call for medical emer- 
gencies. Aside from helping 
others, Piergentilli has found a 
hobby which she really enjoys. 

“My brother got me to run 
with him in the Boston 
Marathon five years ago,” she 
said. “I did it as a bandit run- 
ner. Since he doesn’t like to run 
- he does a lot of biking and 
mountain climbing, but I fell in 
love with it since he asked me 
to do it with him.” 

Monday was the first time 
that Piergentilli was able to be 
among the elite runners. Going 
out with the best runners in the 
world was quite a thrill for her. 
She said she ran with another 
woman for several miles until 
she decided to pick up the pace 
around mile 12. 

“I was just having one of 
those days where everything 
was clicking,” she said. “I kept 
the pace I wanted and I just felt 
strong and stayed focused. It 
was definitely a good experi- 
ence and I think the way I 
trained had a lot to do with it.” 

She added that down the back 
stretch of the race, she heard 
people yell out to her of how 
well she was doing but she 
couldn't believe it. 

“I had it in my head that I 
wanted to be in the top ten of 
the master’s because I wanted 
to get a vase,” she said with a 
laugh. “I heard people yelling 
but you can’t believe it because 
you don’t know if they missed 
someone. I just kept going and 
once I found out that I was 
third, I just couldn’t believe it. 
It was certainly exciting.”

O’Shea battles his

Like any of the other thou- 
sands of runners, Tom O'Shea 
wanted to drop out on many 
occasions while trekking 26.2 
miles throughout the city of 
Boston on a warm Monday 
afternoon. With sweat pouring 
down his face, his knee really 
bothering him, O'Shea had to 
push but he didn’t know if his 
body would allow him to do so. 

“T have an IT band in my knee 
which is pretty chranic,” said 
O'Shea. “Sometimes it bothers 
me and Monday it was a prob- 
lem about half way through the 
marathon. All I was thinking 
about was to get to the finish 
line. I wanted to drop out. But I 
kept pushing my arms and I 
thought about the charity so I 
was able to push it until the 
end.

O’Shea grew up in Lawrence. 
He attended Central Catholic 
High School and graduated in 
1992. He was a three-sport ath- 
lete at CCHS running cross 
country and indoor and outdoor 
track.

He’s been married for three 
years and he and his wife just 
moved to Wilmington this past 
year after moving around 
mostly throughout the city.

he said he doesn’t do any liti- 
gation. While he certainly has 


been puzzled dealing as peo- 
ple’s tax attorney, he was puz- 
zled on how to get comfortable 
on Monday. 

“It was tough because it was 
warmer than I had planned,” 
said O'Shea. “I ran to survive. I 
wanted to break four hours and 
I ended up at 4:23, but with my 
conditions and my knee I guess 
it wasn’t that bad.” 

His law firm has been in asso- 
ciation with the Pine Street Inn 
in Boston, and O'Shea thought 
that would be a formidable 
charity to run for. 

“I like what they do over 
there,” he said.

“If Brittani stays healthy, 
there’s no doubt in my mind

night. 

“I think Brittani is so good 
because she is 100 percent 
dedicated to the sport,” said 
Passitano. “She’s always in 
the gym working on her 
skills. She works extremely 
hard. Every day she’s work- 
ing to find a new skill and 
when she gets that one down, 
she’s back the next day to get 
another one. 

“She’s an unbelievable per- 
former. She’s such a competi- 
tor. She just strives to be the 
best.

Bobby Sinopoli’s bid for a no- 
hitter was apparent to every 
one at Dick Scanlon Memorial 
Field last Saturday.

“Probably about the fifth 
inning is when I realized I had 
a no-hitter going,” said 
Sinopoli, who struck out a 
career-high 13 and evened his 
Beason record at 11 in 
Wilmington’s 81 victory over 
the Pentucket Sachems.

Through the 
first four innings, only two 
Sachem batters were able to 
work a two-ball count on 
Sinopoli, who threw 30 strikes 
in his first 45 pitches. 

Through five innings, Sinopoli 
was extremely efficient, throw- 
ing just 60 pitches, before the 
Sachems, Tom Beaton broke up 
the no-hit bid in the sixth with 
a bloop single to right. 

“Bobby’s a hell of a pitcher, 
he really is,” said Caira.

Wildcat baseball team takes 
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one, but lose two others

Bobby Sinopoli was master- 
ful in his second outing of the 
season, flirting with a no-hit- 
ter and eventually settling for 
an 8-1 complete-game victory 
over the Pentucket Sachems

The senior’s curveball was 
crisp and in the strike zone all 
day as he led the Wildcats (1- 
3) to their first win of the sea- 
son. 

“That was nice to get to get 
that first one,” said 
Wilmington manager Aldo 
Caira. “They showed signs 
coming out of that game 
against Triton that they could 
play baseball. It carried over 
to today and that’s how we 
won. 

“When they put seven 
innings together, that’s the 
result, 81. Hopefully it will 
carry us.” 

Sinopoli baffled Pentucket 
hitters all day, setting them 
up with a nasty breaking ball 
and striking out 13 with just 
two walks and three hits. At 
one point, the co-captain 
retired 10 consecutive 
Sachems, but his no-hitter 
was broken up in the sixth 
inni when Tom Beaton 
blooped a single to right field. 

Wilmington was able to 
scratch out three runs to take 
an early lead, mostly due to 
the largesse of Pentucket’s 
fielders and starting pitcher 
Bill Vassey. 

Vassey, Pentucket’s No. 3 
starter, was victimized by 
three wild pitches, two field- 
ing errors, a passed ball and a 
hit batsmen in the first four 
innings directly leading to 
Wilmington’s 3-0 lead. 

“We were able to take advan- 
tage of their miscues,” said 
Caira. “I'm hoping this will 
give the kids some confidence 
and realize they can play.” 

Rob Gillis, returning to the

“We got Robbie Gillis back, 
so it was nice to have him,”

of protection for Sean Murphy 
and those middle hitters that 
we have.” 

Sean Murphy (1-for-4) dou- 
bled in Matt Marden, who had 
advanced to third on two wild 
pitches after being hit by a 
pitch, for the Wildcats, sec- 
ond run. 

Wilmington’s third run came 
via a wild pitch with the bases 
loaded. 

For the second consecutive 
game, the fifth inning proved 
to be the magic elixir for 
Wilmington’s offense. Two 
days after putting up a 
crooked number against 
Triton in the fifth, the 
Wildcats pushed across five 
runs Saturday to chase 
Vassey. 

The key hits were provided 
by Joe Mayo and Eric Legro, 
both contributing two-run sin- 
gles. A third run came in on 
Legro’s base hit when 
Pentucket left-fielder Jimmy 
Rhuda allowed the ball to get 
behind him. 

“We had the bases loaded 
and I thought we were going 
to get jinxed out of scoring 
again, but the kids came 
through,” said Caira. “Eric 
Legro had a real nice rip to 
left field and knocked in two 
runs. And Sean Murphy had a 
nice double. 

“We had only eight hits, but 
scored eight runs. You gotta 
take a game like this. The 
kids are swinging well. We 
only struck out six times 
today. Not bad considering we 
struck out 24 times in the first 
two games. 

“The season is sort of start- 
ing out the same way that 
Newburyport did last year, 
and Newburyport won ten in a 
row and wound up winning 
the league.

“I was very encouraged by 
their performance,” said Cripps 
of the pole-vaulters who are 
comprised of six underclass- 
men.

Wilmington’s relay teams com- 
pleted the sweep with the 4x400 
team - Alex Chalmers, Rick 
Fudge, Mike Vassallo and Matt 


Robinson — taking that event 
with a time of 3:57.22. 

Other first place finishers for 
WHS were Mike Stewart in the 
100-meter hurdles (18.2 sec- 
onds), and sophomore Tyler 
Summers in the mile (5:04.9). It 
was the first time Summers had 
won a race. 

The ‘Cats posted a second and 
third place finish in the 300- 
meter hurdles. Fudge’s 46.2 sec- 
onds was his best time, while 
Chris Crosby finished at 46.6 
seconds.

The kids have seen a couple of movies, played all of their video 
games - 100 times - and are looking for semething to do...and you 
still have four to five days left of school vacation week. Never fear, 
many interesting activities are within a short drive from the 
Middlesex East communities and others can start with an interest- 
ing train trip into Boston. 

The first item to explore will take visitors into the past and into 
one of the true mysteries of the Western World and especially 
North America. All of this is just about one-hour away in Salem, 
New Hampshire. 

It used to be called the Mystery Caves and became known as 
America’s Stohehenge. This is reminiscent of the mysterious site in 
the British Isles that was built as a shrine by the Celts. 

The mystery of the site is enhanced by the pamphlet which 
states; “Built by a Native American culture or a migrant European 
population?

‘The site is described as “...a maze of man-made chambers walls 
and ceremonial.meeting places. According to research, “America’s 
Stonehenge is most likely the oldest man-made construction in the 
United States. 

America’s Stonehenge is open year round. At this time of year 
it is open from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

For amusement and fun education closer to home, hop on the 
commuter rail and take a trip into Boston. However, first check 
with your local library for access to museum passes. 

Libraries, such as Wakefield's Lucius Beebe Memorial Library 
on Main Street offer passes to more than a dozen museums in the 
Greater Boston area. At the Beebe Memorial, the Friends of the 
Beebe Memorial have secured the passes for use by members of 
the Library.

The 25 exhibits are presented in 
vivid settings. The 
Library/Museum includes three the- 
aters and has 20 video presentations. 

The building, which was designed 
by internationally renowned architect 
IM. Pei, sits on a beautiful piece of 
land abutting UMass-Boston and over- 
looking a breathtaking view of Boston 
Harbor. 

The JFK Library and Museum is 
open year-round from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

“Purely from a fiscal 
standpoint, Chairman of the

“What Gustus found out is 
that the salary of 
Superintendent of Schools Dr.

Gustus 
told the Selectmen 
Palermo’s salary is ‘smack 
dab in the middle’ 

“Le Cours requested the 
information after the pro- 
posed fiscal 2006 school bud- 
get was presented to the 
Selectmen. Faced with a 
looming budget deficit, Le 
Cours has requested informa- 
tion on other possible rev- 
enue enhancing and cost sav- 
ing measures to avoid an 
override and the depletion of 
the town’s free cash to bal- 
ance next year’s budget. 

“Palermo’s current base 
salary is $124,282 and with 
$2,000 annuity and $2,700 for 
travel, his total compensa- 
tion is $128,982. Le Cours said 
the School Committee first

proposed to increase 
Palermo’s salary by 11.8% to 
$139,000. He said they have 
apparently stricken from 
their fiscal 2006 request the 
$2,000 annuity bringing the

“Le Cours said the School 
Committee has the right to 
set his salary, but with ‘no 
disrespect’ to the 
Superintendent, ‘this flies in 
the face of having fiscal con- 
straint.’ He added, ‘A ten per 
cent increase at this time 
appears to be unwarranted. I 
hope the School Committee 
will give this due delibera- 
tion’ 

“Gustus stated what is 
interesting to note is that in 
the 21 communities surveyed 
only four school districts 
including Lynnfield, operate 
without both an assistant 
superintendent and a direc- 
tor of curriculum. He said 
the majority of the communi- 
ties have one or the other of 
these positions in addition to 
the superintendent, Lynnfield 
eliminated its curriculum 
director in a cost savings 
move a few years ago. 

“According to Gustus, only 
three towns had an assistant 
superintendent and a direc- 
tor of curriculum in addition 
to the superintendent.

“The presentation was 
part of an outreach program 
from the Paul Revere House 
in Boston. 

“One of the many Arts 
and Enrichment Programs 
sponsored by the school's 
PAC (Parent Advisory 
Council), Paul Revere’s 
Midnight Ride corresponds 
with the class curriculum 
and was sponsored, in part, 
by a grant from the 
Tewksbury Cultural Council, 
a local chapter supported by 
the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council. Each year, the PAC 
applies for grants, which are 
awarded dependent upon 
meeting specific criteria. 

“The storytelling program

“AMITYVILLE HORROR” 


“THE AMITYVILLE HOR- 
ROR” 
GRADE: * 


There are few places on 
earth where Satan could set- 
tle in and go largely unno- 
ticed by the neighbors, but 
Long Island, New York is 
apparently one of them. 

This remake of a horror 
hit from the 1970s about a 
supposedly ‘true’ ghost story 
involving a rumored haunted 
house in Amityville, NY, and 
a strange series of events 
that occurred there is an 
exercise in the basics of 
making a modern horror film 
- and that’s the film’s biggest 
problem. Take a good looking 
couple, insert them in a 
creepy house, add a scary 
looking kid or two, some 
‘gotcha’ moments guaran- 
teed to make the viewer grab 
the’armrest a little tighter, 
and the producers have 
secured themselves a top 
thrée box office finish in the 
opening weekend, and a flick 
that’s sure to fade away 
shortly thereafter. 

This time, the usually 
funny Ryan Reynolds plays 
the part made famous by 
James Brolin in the original, 
as a man who is slowly los- 
ing his mind as he realizes 
that his dream home, bought 
for a. bargain price, is haunt- 
ed by a very powerful, and 
p.o.’d, spirit that is trying to 
convince him to kill his fami- 
ly. The movie has its 
moments, but for any long- 
time horror fan, they have 
seen it all before.

The Farrelly brothers, 
known for their gross-out 
humor in past films like

Frank Miller's adult-ori 
ented, dark comic series 
comes to life in vivid 
engrossing form on the big 
screen thanks to his director:

Planned ahead 
in Burlington 

“Culminating five-plus 
months of public hearings, 
and completing the process 
that began months ago with 
a Town Meeting rezoning, the 
Planning Board recently 
voted unanimously to 
approve three special per- 
mits for the 425-unit 
ArborPoint apartment com- 
plex at 14 Wheeler Road,” 
notes the Burlington edition 
of the "Daily Times 
Chronicle." 

“It will be a Planned 
Development Distiict (PDD). 
Ernest Covino of the 
Planning Board once noted 
this will be ‘one of the 


largest projects facing 
Burlington.’ 
“Board member Paul 


Raymond asked attorney 
Robert Buckley of the local 
firm of Riemer & Braunstein, 
representing the applicant, 
National Development, if he 
was ‘looking for a vote” 

“Well, we've had so many 
meetings, we're ready to 
move forward,’ Buckley 
responded. ‘Yes, we'd like a 
vote. 

“Buckley told the board 
that ‘we've been to the Board 
of Health and addressed 
their issues, and that they 
have also been to the 
Conservation Commission. 

“The project has been 
designed to their (conserva- 
tion) satisfaction,’ Buckley 
stated. ‘They are going to 
issue an order of conditions.’ 

“Town Meeting voted in 
Janua 04 to rezone the 
70-acre parcel at 14 Wheeler 
Road, the site of Burlington 
Sand & Gravel, clearing the 
way for National 
Development's application 
for the complex. 
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“Of the 425 units, 43 will 
be designated as affordable. 
They will be constructed on 
40 acres with the remaining 
30 to be preserved as wet- 
lands. 


“The development carries 
an estimated price tag of $47 
million. 

“Planning Board 
Chairwoman Jayne Hyde 
said many calls have been 
received about the availabili- 
ty of the units, and National 
Development Managing 
Partner Ted Tye also said 
‘we have been receiving 
phone calls.

“The Board of Selectmen, - 
voted to accept a deed for 
land behind the proposed
